A Message from the Governor, by Mr. Patrick, his private 
Secretary: 


Mr. PRESIDENT, 
I am directed, by his Excellency, the Governor, to lay be- 
fore the Senate. a communication in writing. 
And then he withdrew. 
Whereupon— 
Said communication was read, and is as follows: 


Feliow-Citizens of the Senate, 
and of the House of Representatives. 


IN taking a retrospective view of the events 
of the past season, we have abundant cause for 
the exercise of our gratitude to the Supreme Being 
for the manifold blessings, which, in the dispensa- 
tions of his Divine Providence, we have been per- 
mitted to enjoy. Although many of our fellow- 
citizens have been visited by afflictions, and some 
have fallen victims to the awful King of Terrors, 
yet those visitations have been less severe in our 
own State, than in some of our sister states, where 
sickness has been more prevalent, and disease more 
fatal, than we have found them here. And while 
the yellow fever, that dreadful ‘scourge of our 
country, has made great havoc in some of the prin- 
cipal cities of several of our sister states and ter- 
ritories, the city of Natchez, the great emporium of 
our State, has enjoyed comparatively, a great 
portion of health; and when we consider its con- 
tiguity to the city of New-Orleans, and the con- 
tinual intercourse between those places; we can- 
not but believe, under the blessing of Providence, 
much of the healthiness of Natchez has been ow- 
ing to the animated vigilance and perseverance of 


ae 
the Board of Health and the Police of the citys; 
and that, a perseverance in these exertions, will 
do much in preventing the fatal progress of that 
dreadful disease, by removing many of the causes, 
and rendering the disease itself less infectious. 
Although the effects of the drought experienced the 
past summer, has been considerably felt in some 
parts of the State, yet it is believed, the products 


of agriculture will afford an abundant supply of 
the necessary c~aforts of life, besides yielding a, 


large surplus for exportation. 

The laws.passed at the last session.of the Gene- 
yal Assembly, and comprising much the greatest 
portion of the laws directed to be incorporated in 
the Revised Code, have been so recently promul- 
gated, that time has not been afforded, to_test 


their utility, or develope their defects. And 


should it appear, at first view, that they contain 
defects, (which ‘no doubt they do, as human wis- 


„dom is not infallible,) it would seem to be the wi- 
“gest course to permit those defects to be discover- 


ed by their practical-operation; for we frequently 
think that we discover defects in laws at first view, 


which, after we have experienced their effects by 
: -their ,operation, we’ sometimes consider as their 
‘greatest, perfection. - "Thus, it has sometimes hap- _ 


pened, that members‘of a Legislative body have 


` ,- strenuously and honestly opposed laws while on 


- their passage, and have, after experience. discov- 


ered their effects; become admirers of those same 


>- Jaws,—Besides, unless a law would evidently be

‘Legislature after ifs passage were to repeal it, 
merely because they were of opinion that it ought 


‘not to have been passed, it would create a conti- 


nual ‘change and variation of our Code of laws, 


« whereby the greatest portion of our fellow-citizens, 
_Who are to-be governed by them, would remain 


- 
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-) oppressive in‘its- operation, if the next succeeding .. 
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entirely ignorant of what they were; and those, 
whose daty itis to admiuister the law, would find 
much embarrass nent and perplexity, in expound- 
inz and applying it to the various cases, on which 
‘they would have to decide. And even those 
whose profession makes it necessary for them to 
know and understand the law, would often find 
themselves much at a loss, in the discharge of 
their professional labors, in consequence of the 
continual fluctuation of our statutes, and thus we 
should be again thrown back into the same diffi- 
culties, from which we have so recently emerged, . 
at so great an expense, as that incurred by the re- 
vision and consolidation of our statutes. Nor are 
these the only evils which result from frequent 
changes and alterations in the statutes of a State: 
it begets a spirit of innovation in society, and af- 
fords a favorable opportunity for demagogues to 
disturb the public mind, by pointing out imaginary 
defects in laws just passed, in order to render 
them unpopular with the people, and thereby to 
put down those who favored their passage, that 
they may themselves have an opportunity of being 
elected in their stead; since, asthey have little me- 
rit of their own, they cannot succeed in their views 
unless they can make the people believe, that 
their late Representatives have been guilty of vice 
or folly, in advocating laws, which those dema- 
gogues endeavor to prove, are so repugnant to the 
interest and happiness of the community; and thus 
would the laws of every succeeding session, be an . 
innovation upon those of the preceding one. As 
the human mind is so framed as to produce a vari- 
ety of opinions on the same subject, it seldom hap- 
pens, that any law will entirely meet the approba- 
tion of all who favor its passages and, as a Legis- 
lative body is composed of many individuals, pos- 
sessing different opinions on the same subject, if 
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cannot be expected, that all should agree ‘n the 
varions details of any one law; and should every - 
member reject every law, because every section 
did not meet his entire approbation, because it did 
not contain all that he thought necessary, there 
would, at ence, be an end to all useful legislation. 
W hen, therefore, we reflect on the various opin- 
ions of different persons on the same subject, we 
. must naturally conclude, that no law can meet the . 
entire approbation of every person, nor, that the 
whole details of any law, can meet the entire ap- 
probation of any one person. And as we know 
that social order cannot be maintained, nor the 
rights of persons or property be protected without 
the aid of laws, it becomes much more important, 
“that laws should be known and understood, than, 
that they should be entirely approved by every 
member of society; because the former is not dif- 
ficult to attain, where laws remain permanent, 
while the latter is impracticable in any situation of 
things. I would not, however, be understood to 
mean, that our laws should, like those of the 
Medes and Persians, remain forever unalterable; 
but that they should only be altered when their 
defects snall have been developed by their prac- 
tical operation; or, while their defects shall be pal- 
pable, and apparent at thefirst view, to every ex- 
perienced and judicioas mind, for it is a sound 
_ maxim in political science, that too much legisla- 
tion is much more injurious to society, than too lit- 
tle. In conformity with the provisions of an act 
of the General Assembly, approved on the 30th 
of June last, three Commissioners have been ap- 
pointed fo contract for the printing and binding of 
fifleen hundred copies of the edition of the Laws 
of this State, who have accordingly contracted for 
the performance of that work. A person has also 
been appointed to make an appendix, index, and 
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fnarginal notes to the said edition, under whose 
superintendence the printing of the same is to be 
conducted. 

The loan of five thousand five hundred dollars, 
authorized by an act of the last session of the 
General Assembly, for the purpose of opening the 
Pearl and Big Black rivers, has been obtained from 
the Bank of the State of Mississippi. In order to 
avoid the payment of interest unnecessarily, it 
was not deemed expedient to procure this loan, 
until it was known the money would soon be 
wanted. As soon, therefore, as that was ascer- 
tained, the loan was effected, and the money plac- 
ed subject to the order of the Treasurer. - 

In compliance with the Resolution of the Gene- 
ral Assembly, approved on the 29th of June last, 
authorizing the Governor to procure, at the ex- 
pense of the State, “ an elegant copy of the Ency- 
clopedia, to be presented to &eorge Poindexter, 
late Governor of this State,” Ihave ordered the- 
same to be purchased ; and so soon as I shall have 
received it, I will, without delay, carry into effect, 
the intention of the Legislature. 

The annual Report of the Auditor of Public 
Accounts, will disclose to you the condition of the 
Revenue, and the expenditures of the past year. 
As, but few of the Assessors and Collectors for the- 
year 1822, have returned their lists of taxable pro- 
perty, to the Auditor of Public Accounts, it is im- 
possible to form an estimate of the public revenue 
for the year past; and, on the first day of Novem- 
ber, it being the commencement of the fiscal year, 
there was no money in the Treasury. But, it is 
believed, that payments to a considerable amount, 
will be made by the first day of January next. 

By an act of the last session of the General As- 
sembly, it was made the duty of the Collectors of 
the Revenue, “ to pay the monies by them collect- 
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ed, of taxes in this State, on or before the, firs 
Monday in November, in each year.” But this 
law has been so recently promulgated, that’ it is 
presumed, but few Collectors were apprized of its 
contents ; hence, in all probability, has it been ow- 
ing, that such a small portion of the Revenue has 
been paid into the Treasury. There is yet due 
from Collectors, for several years preceding the 
last, a considerable sum; to enforce the payment 
of which, the Auditor of Public Accounts has, in 
some instances, directed legal proceedings to be 
taken in the Circuit Courts of the several counties, 
in which the defaulting Collectors respectively re- 
side. But, it is questionable, whether a consider- 
” able portion of this sum, will not be entirely lost 
to the State, by the failure of the Collectors as well 
as of their securities. l ' 
In order to secure more promtitude in collecting 
and paying the Revenue into the Treasury of the 
State, E would respectfully submit to the consider- 
ation of the General Assembly, whether it would 
not be proper to increase the commissions for col- 
lection, to ali Collectors who would pay their col- 
Jections into the ‘Freasury on or before the first 
Monday of November in. each year; and to di- 
minish the commissions on all monies nut paid in 
by that time; and to diminish still more, from the 
commissions on all monies not paid into the Trea. 
sury until after the first day of January following. 
Experience has proved in some of our sister States, 
the utility of something like this course, Collec- 
tors have frequently, even before they have finish- 
ed their collections, been induced to make advances 
out of their own funds, in order to obtain the high- 
est commissions, It is believed, that this course 
‘would much diminish the loss frequently sustain- 
ed by the State, in consequence of the failure of 
Collectors. Men are often tempted to believe that 
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it would be more to theif own interest, to ‘apply 
money in their hards belonging to others, to tueir 
own purposes, than to pay it where it properly be- 
longs; calculating that the use of money to them, 
would be more than equal to the amount of their 
commissions fur collection;—that they would ob- 
tain some indulgence frum the State, and still be 
entitled to their full commissions for collecting ; 
aud that the profits arising fromthe use of the mo- 
ney, would be nett gain. In some instances, no 
doubt, such calculations have been fally realizeds. 
but in other instances, owing to some untoward 
circumstance, or, unforeseen accident, they find 
themselves mistaken, and one pressure begetting 
another, until at length, they entirely fail; and 
their securities, being their friends or connections, 
are sometimes involved in the same ruin; and when 
they are not, the great reluctance which securities 
feel in paying the debts of their principals, fre- 
quently induces them to make any shift in their 
power, however dishonorable, to screen them- 
selves from such payments. 

The contingent expenses of the Executive De- 
partment, from the first day of January last, up to 
the present time, amount to 61181 224, leaving 
a surplus of the appropriation for that object, of 
S315 774, which will be transferred to the gene- 
ral account of the Treasury; an account of which 
will be transmitted to the General Assembly in a 
shorttime. It is to be presumed, that application 
will be renewed to Congress, during their present 
session, by some of the oldest States in the Union, 
é in relation to an appropriation of a portion of the 
public lands of the United States, as a mean of 
creating a fund for promoting education; end to 
the right of the several States of the Union, to a 
part of the same for that purpose.” { would, 
therefore, respectfully suggest to the General As- 
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‘sembly, the propriety of meeting this application, 
by a-remonstrance against a claim so replete with 
Jmequality and injustice, Oe 
Having.submitied my views on this important 
subject, in my Message to the General Assembly 
ju June last; I again refer you to that Message, 
together with the Documents accompanying: the 
same, for your further ‘information in’ relation 
thereto. a . .

Before} close this communication, permit 
me to congratulate you-on your first meeling at the 
place determined on as the periaeent Seat of our 
Government; where, for the first time, your.de- 
liberations may be conducted in a house, the pro- 
perty of the State, and erected exclusively for, the 
purpose of legislation; and also, on tite pruspect of 
comfortable accommodations at a place where so 
little could have been reasonably expected. Tam 
fully persuaded, that if your accommodations will 
not be equal to the wishes of those who provide 
them, they wili at least exoced the expectations of 
those who partake of them. When we refiect, 
that this town was, but a shoi: ime sinée, en- 
tirely in the woods, in the midst of a wilder- 
ness, the former abode of untulored -savages, 
who draw a’ scanty support from the beasts of 
the forest, and aot by agricultuzal pursutis, that 
_ bat little more than six” months-have passed by, 
since the town of Jackson was lait off;—that bit 
few persons-have as yet been authotized tu oz- 
cupy ‘Lots therein;—ihe great distance it lins 
from whence all mecessary sapplies are to ba 
traisported, through:a country too, where no 
‘persons reside to keep the Roads in repair:-— 
aml above all, when we yiew the number, dimen- 
sious; and style of the hwildings erectéd in the 
s 3 
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town of Jackson, we cannot but admire the en- 


terprize, industry and perseverance of ‘its:citi- 
zens; and at the same time feel disposed to ex- 
tend to them every reasonable indulgence which 
their situation may seem to merit. 

Witha sincere désire, fellow-citizens, that a 

spirit of harmony may characterize your delib- 
' erations, „and .that public búsinėss may be dis- 
patched as early as its importance will admit; 
{ tender you the assurance of my cordial co- 
operation in all the measures calculated to pror
